Discussion.  During  tho  month  of  October  1 967, 
comnand  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  Infusion  program.  A  survey 
of  supposedly  Infused  units  assigned  was  coni-'ucted  sixi  It  was 
deterndjifcd  that  none  of  the  units  were  properly  infused,  ^n 
im'-iedlatu  program  was  undertaken  to  Infuse  all  luuts  within 
the  battalion.  This  "crash"  program  necessitated  the  transfer 
of  approximatelj'  100  personnel,  within  the  battalion,  result¬ 
ing  in  a  reduction  of  combat  effectiveness  of  all  the  units  for 
a  period  of  aoproximatGly  two  weeks,  a  much  longer  period  of 
ineffectiveness  would  have  resulted  if  the  units  had  been  re¬ 
quired  to  infuse  on  this  scale  with  units  outside  the  battalion, 
especially  if  person,  el  were  infused  froia  units  equipped  with 
the  UH-1H,  Both  pilots  and  maintenance  person  el  trained  on  the 
UH-IH  require  ad^’.itional  training  before  they  are  mission  ready 
to  fly  and  maintain  the  UH-1D  helicopters.  During  the  month 
of  October,  twelve  aviators  from  a  unit  equipped  with  UH-IH 
aircraft  were  in  fact  infused  froia  the  188th  .HC,  269th  C.J 
into  the  three  assault  helicopter  companies  assigned  to  the 
11th  CiJ.  I'he  Infusion  was  accomplished  on  two  separate  dates, 
23  and  30  October.  On  each  of  these  dates  two  aviators  from  the 
188th  ivhe  were  infused  into  oach  assigned  assault  helicopter 
company  and  were  replaced  by  two  other  aviators  frer.  the  re¬ 
ceiving  unit.  The  porsoniiel  infused  from  the  269th  CkB  had  been 
flying  the  UH-IH  helicopter  and  the  unit  into  which  they 
were  infused  were  equipped  with  the  UH-1D.  This  nccossitate'd 
the  staggering  of  the  infusion  to  preclude  any  reduction  in  the 
degree  of  combat  effectiveness  of  the  companies  involved. 

ObservatiCTi.  Coiaianders  are  reluctant  to  have 
their  units  participate  in  the  infusion  program  because  it 
requires  the  giving  up  of  aviators  and  enlisted  personnel 
with  known  qualities  and  abilities  for  other  aviators  and 
enlisted  ptrsonrel  with  unknown  qualities  and  cbiiities. 
..dditionally,  the  replacuiiient  aviators  and  enlisted  personnel 
might  require  additional  training  in  the  particular  tj^pe  equip¬ 
ment  assigned  to  the  unit,  prior  to  becoming  operationally 
proficient.  This  additional  training,  vdien  required  to  be 
given  to  a  relatively  large  number  of  porsonnei  and  the  resultin 
loss  of  operational  quality,  reduces  the  combat  effectiveness 
of  the  unit.  The  need  for  infusing  a  unit  is  evident.  How¬ 
ever  the  plan  by  which  a  unit  is  infused  must  be  well  thought 
out  to  minimize  tie  loss  of  combat  effectiveness  and  preclude

limit*  Failure  to  accomplish  the  infusion  goals  tdll  result

The  Cri-47  crew  receive 
a  briefin',  on  tar:4>-t  area  and  are  '<:iven  naps  by  a  representative 
of  the  cheru-cai  section  while  ptrsonne-l  from  the  section  load 
the  dis  jensinr,  aoparatus  on  the  CH-47.  The  defoliation  apparatus 
inoludst  a  500  gallon  fuel  pod,  a  gas  powered  motor,  fuel  hoalng, 
and  a  fpray  boom.  Tha  aircraft  ramp  Is  lowsrsd  and  tha  spray 
boNMS  sextends  Sevan  feet  aft  of  tha  ramp  section.  After  apparatus 
if  ifistaUad,  tha  fual  pod  is  filled  with  $00  gallons  of  defoliant, 
t«ta  of  dispensing  has  been  computed  at  50  gallons  per  minute, 
for  a  total  of  10  minutes  of  continuous  spraying.

The  30  G?h  pum  was  found  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory  and  a  rccon-  endation  Wl*s  made  to  delete  this  item 
from  the  TOE  and  replace  them  with  350  GPti  pumps. 

2.  (U;  Item,  Foreign  matter  in  aircraft  fuel  tanks. 

Discussion.  Alth.u^  POi  punps  and  >490  tank 
trucks  have  filter  separators,  foreign  particles  may  be  pumped 
into  aircreft  or  vehicles  fuel  tanks  because  both  the  filter 
element  and  the  dispensing  hoses  are  subject  to  deterioration. 

Observation.  This  problem  can  be  corrected  by 
inserting  nozzle  strainers  in  the  dispensing  nozzle  and  checking 
them  daily. 

3.  (D)  Iteu.  Lack  of  adequate  lighting  facilities 
to  perform  night  iiaintcnancc. 

Discussion.  To  support  the  flying  hour  program  it 
is  necessary  to  establish  a  24  hour  a  daj'  j.iaintenance  operation. 
The  lighting  sv-ts  provided  by  the  unit  TOL  is  inadequate  in  type 
and  number  to  support  such  an  operation.  So  long  as  this  con¬ 
dition  of  poor  lighting  exists,  the  efficiency  of  night  raain- 
tenance  operations  will  be  below  par  and  potential  safety 
hazards  will  continue  to  be  an  ever  present  probleri. 

Observation.  Plans  to  construct  adequate  lighting 
in  newly  constructs  niointenance  hani'ers  will  solve  this 
problem  for  units  occupying  such  facilities.  Hangers  of  this 
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nature  are  not  feasible  for  field  sites,  and  still  a  requireaent 
for  24  hour  oooration  exists,  therefor  T0&£  cquipnent  should  bo

pairmen  (I'iOS  ^G20)  and  non  availability  of  replacement  aircraft 
for  those  ncvting  criteria  for  the  aircraft  Depot  Exchange 
Prograru  (2200  hours). 

Discussion,  at  the  present  tine  the  Battalion  is 
experiencing  a  critical  shortage  of  airframe  repairmen  (MOS 
6BG2U).  It  appears  that  no  relief  for  this  shortage  is  in 
sight.  This  situation  when  combined  with  the  fact  that  high 
tine  old  aircraft  require  extensive  sheet  netal  repair, 
present  a  critical  problera. 

Observation.  It  has  been  requested  that  civilian 
airframe  repairmen  be  provided  at  unit  level  to  off-set  this 
critical  personnel  shortage,  As  of  this  date  information  is 
not  available  on  the  status  of  this  request.  It  appears  that 
the  .dreraft  Depot  Exchange  Program  is  falling  behind  schedule 
and  as  a  result  units  will  continue  tu  fly  high  time  aircraft 
until  such  time  as  replacements  are  made  available.

Observation.  When  maintenance  floats  are  e.vailable 
for  issue,  operational  commitments  can  bs  mat  and  additional 
time  Is  available  to  the  maintenance  company  to  correct  mainte¬ 
nance  dsficlencles  which  might  otherwise  be  overlooked.  If  in 
fact,  supporting  units  are  required  to  accept  additional  work 
loads  beyond  their  capability,  all  supported  units  suffer. 

A  definite  need  for  additional  maintenance  support  exists.
